He wore a uniform, but 
his was more ao technical than a 
military assignment. 

He was born at 
Florida, and graduated ‘om 
Emory University, in Georgln. 
He was given a degree In Philo- 
sophy in 1928, Before joining 
Coco-Cola !n 1930 he worked for” 
a year In tho furniture manu- 
facturing business, and then for 
another year in the hotel busi- 
ness. 

It was not until 1037 that he 
was transferred from the domes- 
tle branch to the overseas section 


of Coca-Cola, In that year he. 
joined the Coca-Cola Export 
Corporation In the Phillppines 


and China, with hendquarters in 
Shanghai. 

Two months before the out- 
1941 he went 
home on leave, thus escaping in- 


In October 1941 he married 
Misa Beatrice Johnson, of 
Memphis, Tennessee, whom he 
had met in Shanghal when she 
was working -with the American 
Consulate there. They have a 
daughter, born in 1943 at San 
Juan, Puerto Rico. Sho js going 
to school at the Quarry . Bay 
School maintained by | Butter- 
field's for the children of Talkoo 
staff members, 

After the war, Mr. Carroll re- 
turned to the United States from 
overseas assignments to” rejoin 
his family. Together, they re- 
turned to Shanghai in 1947, and 
when Chinese Natlonalist misrule 
made living there unpleasant, 
they moved to Hong Kong. 

At once they fell in love with 


the placce—a = refreshing, In- 
vigorating change after the 
topsy-turvydom of Shanghai, 


where Kuomintang money was 
foing awry and corruption seep- 
ed_all ranks, : 

Tired of moving from one hotel 
to another, Mr. Carroll decided 
to bulld a home in the Colony. 
He selected ao site on Shouson 
Hill—developed by Sir Shouson 
Chow from wastcland into one of 
the most select residential aorcnos 
on the Island. 

Mr.-Carroll is one of the few 
people I have met who docs not 
condemn Hong Kong's weather. 
When he sald that the Colony is 
one of the best places in the 
world in which to live, I as- 
sumed that he meant scenically. 
But he said no, he meant climati- 
cally as well. 

Coming from a man who was 
bern in Florida—the well-known 
playground of international 
milllonaires—this is a compli- 
ment, indeed. . 

He explained that the heat and 
the dampness notwithstanding, 
Hong Kong's wonderful weather 
from October’ to mid-March 
amply compensates for the minor 


discomforts encountered in the 
other months.

Mr. and Mr. Martin Gold are 
the owners ot what many pcople 
consider to be ‘the fincat private 
residence in Hong Kong, 

Thelr house on The Penk, call- 
ed “Maorgold,” was reconditioned 
by them from a warewreck which 
formerly belonged to Caldbeck, 
MacGregor, the . wine merchants, 

Mr. Gold is the hend of one of 
the largest American commercial 
houses in the Orlent, William 
Hunt and Company Incorpornted, 

Formerly staying in Shanghai, 
the Golds decided to transfer re- 
sidence to Hong Kong when the 
Nationalist inflation led to nan 
evergrowlng economic crisis, 

On one of his periodic trips to 
the Colony aftcr the Second 
World War, Mr. Gold learned of 
the bombed and looted house 
which the Caldbeck management 
wanted to scll, When he saw it 
for the first time he doubted if 
he could make anything out of 
It, since the damage was so ex- 
tensive, 

But its location was superb, and 
on a suggestion of Mrs. Gold's, 
he declded to buy it’ While the 
contract was being negotiated, he 
returned to the North, ond re- 
calling this to me ‘the other day, 


he disclosed that all his directions. 


for redecorating it were  sub- 


sequently cabled from his office - 


in Shanghai. . 
Neither he nor Mrs. Gold were 
present to supervise the immense 
work which went into trans- 
that, splintered hovel

When Mr. Gold heard that I 
had been told about his -house 
and wanted to sce it 10 discuss 
it in print, he usked me there 
to tea, He sent down his huge 
‘black ‘ Cadillac to take me up, 
and I rested In one of its luxuri- 
ous corners as the car purred its 
way across- winding paths to a 
privileged neighbourhood where 
parcels of clouds sometimes loiter 
Into bedrooms. . 

From the Peak the large car 
descended a private driveway, 
speclally reconstructed to accome 
modate its size. The house, 
nestling like an eagle's nest on a 
slope of the hil, came into view 
after a drive of 300 yards. 

As the front door opened and I

his wife. She it was,'he sald, 
who designed the pattern for the 
curtains and carpets of cach 
room. She planned the dining- 
room in dark green, and the 
main bedroom in cream and yel- 
low. 


Then, when the Boy served 
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Iced tea and mint on the’ brick 
patlo overlooking the harbour, 
we talked about the Golds. 

They have two children, and 
they havo been in Hong Kong 
for two years, . 

Mr. Gold fs o Canadian, but 
Mrs. Gold is American. They 
have houses In| Washington and 
New York, and in the latter city 
Mr. Gold is known to a wide 
cirele of Congressmen and Re- 
presentatives.. . 

I noticed photographs of In- 
fluentin! American men of offairs 
lining the walls of his study, 
autographed by them with warm 
personal tributes, 

The impression I got from this 
afternoon spent in .o setting of 
wealth und beauty was that the 
Golds—desplte the sumptuous- 
ness of the standards they have 
set up for themselves—remain at 
heart two young people who love 
themselves almost os much as 
they love their home.

Mr, Chen hos explored all the 
regions of emotion seared by the 
oreator of David Copperfield ond 
Samuel Weller. He is thorooghly 
familiar with the people who 
inhabited the Old Curlosity Shop. 
the Fat Boy who-went to slicep 
between courses at a meal, and 
the train of events which exerted 
such a profound Influence on the 
life ond times of Martin Chuzrle-- 
wit. 

He jis something of an Idealist 
himself, and I feel that much 
reading has: induced him to in- 
ect a suggestion of romance jnto 
is own Ilfe. He told mo_ that 
when he has secured his degree 
in engineering he will make cf- 
forts to obtain another in archi- 
tecture, and with the combino- 
tion of the two, — return 
to Chinn to put his knowledge to 
good use,

Lord Grey in’ jail 

Once of his servants made out a 
plausible rcason’for thelr being 
so carly abrond, but spoilt the 
case by admitting that Lord Grey 
had struck the plaintiff as he 
passed. The story, put forward 
by the other servants, that they 
had gone “to their lord and mas- 
ter's defence” was almost too 
ludicrous to require refutation— 
especially os another servant, 
interrogated independently, _ad- 
mitted that, prior to John For- 
tesque’s arrival, they “did _ sit, 
some on onc side of the way.and 
some on the other." 

At the end of a short hearing 
the Lord Chancellor passed sen- 
tence, Lord Grey was returned 
for a further period in the Ficct. 

From prison he wrote fo many 
frfends including Lord Burghley 
who had ‘great influence at Court. 
On his ‘recommendation to the 
Queen the sentence may have’ 
been modified for Lord Grey was 
released by the following year. 

But he remalned offlclally in 
disgrace until the Queen, necding 
a good soldicr to be Lord Deputy 
in Ireland, fppointed him to that 
position in 1580. ‘Then in her 
Letter of Instruction to him she 
referred to “the good opinion we 
Mave conceived not only of your 
wisdom and Judgment: but also of 
your “integrity.” 

The scholar was to outlive the 
soldier. “ Twenty years after tho 
affray at Temple Bar, Lord Grey, 
whose last act for his. country 
was to help organise the king- 
dom's defence against the Spanish, 
died ot Whaddon, where a 
memorial was ralscd to him. 

Fourteen years Iater, in 1607,

Many are heard \moaning 
that the third world war is 
upon us. It may be coming, 
but it isn't here yet. It is 
inevitable that the crisis in 
South Korea should cause 
many people to cast their 
minds back to the tensions 
and terrors of 1940 and 1942, 
and to sce the same thing 
happening all over = again. 
Certainly the free world re- 
gards with growing dismay 
the ‘potentialities of this situa- 
tion. No less an authority 
than Mr. Churchill has told us 
that the atom bomb = alone 
stands between Western 
Europe and a 
avalanche. Anxieties in the 
Far East are already begin- 
ning, to move from Korea to 
Japan—the realNarget of the 
apveression in Korea. 

But events are. moving fast 
enough. The ordinary per- 
son has to economise his re- 
serves of resistance to shocks 
and take them as they come. 
It is the job of the Service 
staffs to look and plan ahead. 
Meanwhile Korea is quite 
enough to go on with so far 
as others are concerned. 
There is scarcely one of us 
who has not been watching 
with ‘admiration the fighting 
withdrawal of the vastly out 
numbered American troops 
in Korea. And with keen 
sympathy too. None have 
had more experience of this 
sort of thing than the British. 
In every war of any con- 
sequence we have been kick- 
ed all over the map before 
the tide turned in our favour. 
In the Napoleonic wars we 
were thrown out of, one 
sallyport after another along

FLYING SAUCER RIDDLE|~

So far flying saucers have 
been treated by the majority 
of British people with in- 
eredulity and polite ridicule. 
But why? 


I have studied all the reports 
nvallable, I have scen photo- 
grophs bnd I believe they are 
photographs of disc-type alreraft,

the Spanish Presy last April, and 
alleged to have been taken fn the 


| Balearic Islands, might have been

In all the reports tho objects 
fall into three groups, The most 
substantial of them come from 
America, 


First group are those saucers 
which are capable of being ex- 
plained away os glinypses of cx- 
Perimentat trials of various 
hdevices, : 


Under this heading fall mony 
of the objects scen in Southern 

SS, and other areas where 
sueret experiments are in pro- 
tress. For this group I am pre- 
pared to accept the explanation 
given by the United States Army 
Alr Fo ce as “ mi{sinterpretations 
uf conventional objects.” 


These conventional objects are 
fiunt experimental cosmic ray 
balloohs which fil out to 100ft. 
long and 70ft. In diameter as they 
rise, radar target balloons capable 
ef rising to 70,000ft. and trailing 
KliltterIng aluminium foil strip, 
guided missiles, and stratospheric 
experiments from Los* Alamos, 
whenee rockets are stated to have 
reached 250 miles above the 
eorth’s surface, 


Group Two consists of those 
apparently mysterious visitants 
which have Ied to wild surmises 
obout space ships, missiles from 
other plancts and inter-planctary 
snooping. . « 

The descriptions are’ remark- 
ably consistent and generally the 
object is either white or, silver, 
‘darting about without diréctional 
control or travelling at prodigious 
speeds, vanishing suddenly, and 
associated with brilllant Nght, 
fringes of fire or flames of peculiar 
colour and generally rotating or 
whirling. : 

From many parts of the world 
come these reports. The very 
foct that thelr descriptions are so 
consistent has~Jed to thelr“being 
dismissed os hallucinations, de- 
fective vision, or mild hysteria, 

It might be that the solution. of 
this riddle copld He in a very 
unorthodox approach, and I have 
wondered if there could possibly 
be turbulences set up in opr 
atmosphere which could cause 
whirling “dust devils” of lumin- 
ous gases caused by jet or other 
high speed experiments which 
might be responsible for 
eeneration_of small atomic whirl- 
Pools in. the atmosphere. | 

Group Three reports suggest 
that the saucers aro high speed 
alreraft of circular or dise shape 
-travelling~at- speeds-much-higher 
than those attained by normal 
planes, 


Safety search 


There is no reason at all why 
annular and circular disc-lilce alr 
craft should not have been com- 
muon objects at any time during 
the past 30 years. 

The early ‘history of these very 
unorthodox-looking aircraft was, 
ironically, based on a search for 
safety.

But even the most experienced 
psychic investigators can be

the production of “spirit voice.” 


The most useful tool of the 
trickster {ie the lazy-tongs—a 
light wooden Iattlee affalr like 
the metal” “arm” that’ holds an 
extending te‘ephone. : 


At one end is a palf-of finger 
grips, at the other a spring clip 
which will hold anything from a 
butter-muslin "ghost" to a “spirit 
hand.” which Is really a five- 
fingered balloon, The medium 
presses..the.grips.and..the...tongs 
shoot.out to wave the phosphores- 
cent “manifestation” over the 
heads of the sitters. 

Remember those little tin frogs 
with the flexible metal strip in 
thelr tummics which we used to 
buy as kids? You pressed on the 
strip and produced a loud clicking 
sound. Some mediums use a 
similar garaet for producing 
“spirit rappings.” It's effective— 
in the dark. 5 ; 

One fake medium caused a stir- 
when luminous faces floated in 
midealr in hig darkened seance 
room, Luminous hands, firm and 
cool, . touched sitters’ faces, 
ruffed their hair. It was most 
convincing—till an. ‘unbellever 
switched on the lights. “Then it 
was found that the medium had 
prepared for the session by slip- 
ping a black. chetse-cloth ‘gown 
under his walstcoat, Tho gown, 
which was fitted with a luminous 
mask and gloves, covered him 
head head to foot and made his 
hody Invisiblo as he moved about 
the roorn. :
